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THE ARREST OF PYNE AND GILHOOLY 
'  OAUSES A GREAT SENSATION. 


Mr. Patrick O’Brien to Bring Up the Matter 


in the Commons—Gilhooly Taken to Ire- 
land—Mr. Pyne in Waterford Jail—The 
Prince of Wales’ Sensation—Mr. Blunt’s 
Damage Suit—Condition of the German 
Crown Prince—A Terrible Avalanche in 
Austria—The Eastern Question—Foreign 
News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lowpon, February 11.—The following are 
additional details concerning the arrest of Mr. 
Pyne, M. P., cabled to the Post-DISPATCH 
yesterday: The arrest created an immense 
sensation in the London streets. Mr. Pyne’s 
history and his efforts to avoid capture by 
Secretary Balfour’s officers is pretty well 
known in America. It will be remembered 
that when he heard that a warrant was out for 
him for a political misdemeanor in the case of 
home rule, he bolted off to his Lisfarney castle 
in Ireland and fortified himself. He filled the 
lower story of the castle with dynamite 
and other means of defense, stored the 
upper story with canned food and defied ar- 
rest. One day he escaped and did not make 
himself conspicuous in public again till 
Thursday, when he marched into his seat in 
the House of Commons and received an ova- 
tion, Tbe Irish members made the very roof 
ring that night with their enthusiastic cheers. 
Two detectives, however, followed him home, 
but did not molest him. Yesterday afternoon, 
just as the lamp-lighters were going their 
rounds, Mr. Pyne drove over Westminster 
bridge ina hansom, He alighted at the bridge 
entrance of the House and was just handing 
the fare to the cabman when Detective In- 
spector Littlechild arrrested him, Mr, Pyne 
struggled to escape into the House, where he 
would have been safe, but it was of no use, 
they held him fast. The scene was witnessed 
by crowds who 

CHEERED AND HOOTED. 

Last night two detectives drove with Mr, 
Pyne to the Euston terminus, engaged a spe- 
clal compartment in the Irish mail train and 
hustied the prisoner into it. The crowd pres- 
ent at the station was so noisy that the detect- 
ives pulled down the blinds. There was much 
cheering as the train rolled out. It is sur- 
mised that Mr. Pyne's trial will not be hur- 
ried, so that he will be out of Parliament for 
sometime. Hisfriends claim that when ar- 
rested he had one foot on the steps of the 
bridge entrance of the House of Commons and 
this exempted him from arrest. They propose 
to make a fuss over it. 

ANOTHER SENSATION, 

An hour or two before Mr. Pyne was ar- 
rested Mr. Polk O’Brien, M. P., was captured 
just as he was leaving the House of Parlia- 
ment. and was lugged off to Scotland Yard un- 
der the impression that he was Mr. Gilhooly, 
M. P., for whom a warrant of arrest was out. 
Mr. O’Brien was dragged throughthe streets 
followed by ahowling crowd. On arriving at 
Scotland Yard he proved his identity, and was 
released with apologies. But he was made as a 
hornet, and vowed that he will proceed 
against the police for wrongful arrest. 

IRISH MEMBERS NOT IDLB. 

The arrest of Messrs. Gilhooly and Pyne has 
created even a greater sensation in London 
than the recent arrest of Mr. Cox at Charing 
Cross. Mr. Cox was not arrested on the very 
threshhold of Parllament, nor was Parliament 
sitting atthe time. The Irish members are 
not content with bringing the matter forward 
when Mr. Parnell's amendment to the address 
condemning Government policy in Ireland 
comesup. They will move that a breach of 
privilege has been committed. The motion 
willbe made by Mr. Patrick O’Brien, who, 
having been arrested by mistake for Mr. Gil- 
hooly and subsequently released, has a clear 
case against the detective. Altogether the in- 
cident is likely to lead to lively scenes during 
the session, which for the first two nights has 
been phenomenally dull. 

THE PRINCE OF WALES SENSATION. 

Editor T. P. O'Connor, M. P., is getting 
soundly scolded for informing the public in 
his paper the Prince of Wales chatted like a 
magpie at Mrs. Bernard Beere’s theater and 
was hissed by the audience. It is claimed that 
the Prince intended nothing disrespectful to 
the actress, for whom he has a very friendly 
feeling. Theonly other paper which mentions 
the circumstance is the Pall Mail Gazette, 
which said last night: ‘‘The reception 
accorded to the play, though not quite favor - 
able, wasin the main satisfactory, and the 
audience, with one notable exception, in the 
case of a distinguished visitor in a box, listened 


attentively throughout to the somewhat long 


and wearying performance.’’ 

Dr. Seaman of New York was among the 
audience on the occasion, and he told me to- 
day that he cordially joined in the hissing. 
Another gentleman present, an Englishman, 
said that one of the most dramatic situations 
in the play was spoiled for him by the rude- 
ness of the Prince. 

AN IMPORTANT QUESTION. 

The Government have agreed to afford 
facilities for the discussion of the question of 
the prohibition of meetings in Trafalgar 
Square. A motion condemning the conduct 
ofthe authorities will be introduced by Sir 
Charles Russell, late Attorney-General under 
the Galdstone administration, in the name of 
the whole Liberal party. 

ANOTHER GRAVE MILITARY SCANDAL 

Not long since a 
man named Terry, a draughtsman in the 
Dock Yard, was dismissed for divulging plans 
to foreign officials. Now Maj. Templer, 
second in command of the Aeronautical 
School of Military Engineering, is placed 
under arrest.

Sondan campaigns, is accused of divulging 
scientific secrets in connection with his de- 
partment to a Birmingham commercial firm.

SALISBURY’S ASSERTION CRITICIGED. 

Pakis, February 11.—M. John Lemoinne, in 
an article in the Journal Des Debats, criticis-

UNDER AN AVALANCHE.

IT FARES BADLY AMONG THE REPUBLICAN 
MEMBERS OF THE COUNCIL. 


Vice-President Blakely Suggests That the 
Item for a Board of Revision Be Made 
the Subject of Special Legislation—The 
Row About Carriages—An Amendment 
Proposed for the Meat-Inspection Ordi- 
nance—Municipal Matters. 


Councilman O'Malley has had his heart set 
on passing an ordinance which will make it 
necessary for all persons seeking employment 
inany of the city institutions or under the 
Oity Government to have resided in this city at 
least two years prior to his appointment. His 
efforts have been resisted by Super- 
intendent Atwood of the Insane Asylum 
and some of the Republican Councilmen, His 
opponents charge that Councilman O’ Malley’s 
bili is a buncombe measure, which only serves 
tomake him solid with Democratic politicians, 
Last night Councilman O'Malley brought a 
general fire down on him when his bill was 
called up. Councilman Frank led the charge. 
He said the bill was too triv- 
jal to be discussed. He thought the 
Municipal Assembly lowered its dignity in 


entertaining such a subject. Councilman 
O’Malley rose to the defence of the bill, and 
Councilman Bell burst out laughing at the 
claims advanced by the father of the measure. 
The further consideration of the bill was de- 
ferred, and the prospects are that the bill 
will de beaten if some more successful advo- 
cate does not undertake to win the favor of the 
Oouncil for it. 


Food Inspection. 


The Sanitary Committee of the House of 
Delegates will meet next Tuesday to further 
consider the meat inspection bill, Oity-Coun- 
selor Bell has informed the committee that 


the section prohibiting the sale of meat in St. 
Louis dressed outside of the city would 
be unconstitutional. This is the point 
on which some of the butchers who 
are working for the passage of the 
bill insisted on above all otbers, as it was 
aimed to shut out the dressed beef concerns 
enipping meat to this city. ine J hold that 
without this section the whole ordinance may 
as well be rejected as adopted, as it will not 
operate to protect consumers against diseased 
meat. On Tuesday substitutes for the con- 
demned section will be prepared. 


The Carriage Row. 


The members ofthe House of Delegates who 
had trouble with Louis C. Bohle concerning a

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FELIX ADLER DRAWS THE LINE AROUND | 


ETHICAL CULTURE 


10 Cannot Prosper in the Freest of Churches, 


but It Isn’t Iconoclastic—The Platform of 
Morals—Conscience asan Arbiter—Chris- 
fanity’s Vitality an Evidence of Man- 
kind’s Admiratien for Sacrifice—Creeds 
Increasing Every Day—No Chance for 
Union on Religious Bases—The Professor 
Will Not Discuss Local Judaism—His 
Lecture To-Morrow. 2 


Felix Adler of New York, the high priest of 
the Ethical Society movement, arrived in the 
city this morning, on what might be called 
his annual inspection tour, There 
are at present but four societies in the United 
States, one in New York, Philadelphia, Chi- 
cago and St. Louis, and Prof. Adler does not 
find it difficult to swing around the horizon 
once a year and let his light shine upon these 
four aggregations of humanity, which as ag- 
gregations are the children of Adler’s brain. 

The person who first speaks with the ethical 
professor may get the idea that he is some- 
what dogmatic for one who claims to have 80 
little use for dogma, but later he may find that 
since Prof. Adler does not enter freely into 
any discussion or expression of views 
on subjects he is not ‘‘up’’ in, his 


‘sentiments are those which he has gone over 


and over so often that he may be pardoned 
tor a certain positiveness when be comes to 
speak of them. Then, again, Adler isa unique 
figure in the history of the moral movements 
ofthe world. In his brain was borne the first 
movement the world ever saw upon a etrictly 


moral platform, as be says in his interview 
below, from which is banished the necessity 
of recognizing any faith. en 
to-day a reporter suggested to him that Ethi- 
cal Society principies could be as well propa- 
gated inside the Jewish or Unitarian churches, 
which bave as a basis only a belief tn God, 
Prof. Adler raised his brows, smiled and said: 
Ah, but that belief is something. We admit 
those who have not even that much of belief. 
DR. SALD’S VIEWS. 

Before Interviewing Prof. Adler a PostT-DIs- 
PATOH reporter gave hima copy of the Post- 
DISPATCH of a week ago, in which Rabbi Sale 
of this city replied to the New York critics of 
his orthodoxy, who were trying to read 
him out of Judaism. ‘‘Sale strikes, eh,’’ said 
the New Yorker, reading the head: ‘‘well, 
let's see what my friend Sale has to say, and

NO INGERSOLLISM. 

„Tes, I have. have nothing to 
do with anybody’s belief. I have only to state 
my position and not to bother about any one s 
else. Our movement must not be confounded 
with the iconoclastic efforts of public men 
like Col. Ingersoll. We don’t seek to take 
away the beliefa of others or to antagonize 
the religious spirit. But we do 
feel that it is essential to emphasize 
the moral element more than is customary. 
The differences of creed are endless and more- 
over are constantly increasing. Now, it is 
utterly hopeless to attempt to unite men on 
the basis of any creed. The Roman 
Church, despite its splendid organization 
and the vast power it wields, has 
not been able to cement a permanent union of 
mankind on the basis of dogma. The sec- 
tional differences among Protestants are on 
the increese. Again, there is a very iarae 
class of persons outside the church altogether. 
Is it reasonable to suppose that all 
these different elements can be fused 
into a new unity of faith? It is 
true every ardent believer cherishes the hope 
that his peculiar faith will in the end triumph 
over all others. But are there any signs of 
the fulfillment of such hopes? Do not all the 
indications points in the opposite direction? 

THE ETHICAL PLATFORM. 

**But there is one platform u which all 
men can stand together like brothers. All the 
religions of the world proclaim the !mport- 
ance of the moral lite, of being good and do- 
ing good. All those who are outside the 
ehurch equally or still more strongly insist on 
the importance of the moral life. The object 
of our society is ethical culture, therefore is 
to unite men on the platform of earnest and 
devoted moral effort. Our two-foldaim is the 
moral imptovement of society and of the in- 
dividual. The churches reply: ‘Morality 
without faith is impossible. Here is the 

olnt where we differ from the churches. 

e believe their assertion to be 
a libel on human nature. We believe it pos- 
sible to do the good and shun the bad without 
hope of heavenly reward or future punish- 
ment. Nay, we undertake to say that any ac- 
tion which is prompted by the ope 
of reward or the fear of pun- 
ishment is not moral at all. 
Only, then, are our actions good when we 
perform them for the sakeof the good, in 
pure and utter unselfishness. Not all flowers 
attain their bloom, but itis nevertheless in 
the nature of the flower to bloom and to be 
beautiful. Not all men are moral, but it is 
nevertheless in the nature of map to attain 
his spiritual bloom.

Assaulted Mrs. Gutting. 


The criminal assault case of Thomas Cun- 
ningham was again on trial in the Criminal 
Court to-day,and the eourt-room was tnronged 
with people, it being almost a repetition of 
the crowds which attended the Maxwell trial. 

Charles Planett, a driver of the Sixth street 
or Carondeletcar line, was the first wit- 
mess placed on the stand. He testi- 


fled that on the night of December 7, 
at ten minutes before midnight, as he 
was going south he met Mrs. Gutting, 
Cunningham and Maher near the Work- 
house. They were going north in a wagon. 
One of the men was driving, another was in 
the bottom of the wagon and the woman was 
sitting up in the bed of the wagon with her 
back against the side. She did not have on 
either wrap or shawl, The men asked him 
where a certain number on _ Pennsyl- 
vania avenue was and said they had an old 
woman whom they had picked u 

and wanted to get rid of. They asked her toget 
out and on the car, but she made no move to 
do so, and the witness drove on. The man on 
— 2 of the wagon appeared to be half 
runk. 

George Davis, driver on the same line, met 
the party near the Work- house at 11:27 that 
night. e was going south and they were 
headed north. The driver of the wagon said 
the woman wanted to be taken to Carondelet. 
She had no money, but they would pay her 
fare. After waiting for awhile the witness 
drove on, the woman making no effort to get 
out of the wagon. 

For the defense Peter Velden, a saloon- 
keeper at No. 8125 South Broadway, testified 
that Cunningham and Maher left his place 
about 5 p. m., on December 7. and went north. 
At that time the former was pretty drunk. 

A recess was then taken until 1:30 p. m. 

Frank Green and Johnny Gutting, the young 
con of Mrs. Gutting, were attached by the de- 
fense as witnesses. 

THE ACCUSED ON THE STAND. 

Immediately after recess Cunningham him- 
self was placed on the stand. He said 
that he met and talked with Mrs. Gut- 
ting last June. Afterward in July or 
August he went there and drank beer 
with her, Johnny Gutting, her son, going after 
it. Some time afterward he went there and 
ate a watermelon with her, two sons of hers 
and a lot of other boys in the neighbor- 
hood eating with them. He never noticed 
in all these talks with herthat her mind was 
affected. On the morning of December 7 he 
and Maher went down to Velden’s saloon, 
and he was so drunk that he had to be 
assisted into the wagon. When they went 
to Mrs. Gutting’s he recognized the house. 
Maher went to the door, and called to him 
after awhile, asking if he had money to 
buy beer. He went up and saw Maher 
talking to Mrs. Gutting. He said they had no 
time to buy beer. Mrs. — appeared to 
want some, and he said if she want- 
ed some they would take her to the 
Mount Pleasant House and 8 some. 
She said; All right, but you must bring me 
back. This he agreed to do, and as she said 
she could not get in alone he assisted ber in. 
Maher drove them past the Mount

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THE HOUSE SPECIAL COMMITTEE INVESTI- 
GATING THE READING TROUBLE. 


Mr. Lee, the First Witness, Declares That 
President Corbin Wanted to Keep Up the 
Strike to Bull the Market—Judge McCue 
Appointed Assistant United States Treas- 
urer at New York—The Tariff Bill Mixed 


WASHINGTON, D. C., February 11.—After 
considerable delay in securing a quorum, the 
Special Committee of the House to investi- 
gate the Reading Railroad strike got to work 


shortly after 11 o’clock this morning. Mr. 
John L. Lee of Philadelphia, a sympathizer 
with the strikers, was the first witness. 

In answer to questions put by Representa- 
tive Parker Mr. Lee said that he did not con- 
sider that there was any strike on the Reading 

lroad; it was a lock-out. Five orews, 
he said, refused to move cars at 
Port Richmond, and General Superintendent 
Sweigart discharged them without givin 
thema hearing. There was an agreemen 
that no men sbould be discharged 
except after a fair hearing. When 
the superintendent refused to reinstate 
the men, pending a — a general going 
out followed. Subsequently, a meeting was 
beld in Pottsville, and it was resolved to effect 
a settlement. Witness ang others went to Phil- 
adelphia and called upon Supt. Sweigart 
and made arrangements to declare the strike 
off, There was no written agreement. Mr. 
Sweigart was asked to put the agreement in 
writing, but he refused,and wanted to know if 
they questioned his veracity. The next day Mr. 
Sweigart failed to live upto his agreement 
and discharged the representative men all 
along the line. The men went out as there 
was nothing else to do, 

**Sweigart,’’ said Mr. Lee, when we saw 
him and asked if he did not intend to live up 
to his agreement of last night, 
said that he had changed his 
mind. Mr. Lee also said that telegrams 
sent to men ordering them back to work had 
been withheld,and that he believed the reason 
was that the company wanted an excuse to 
refuse employment to certain of the men it 
had agreed to take back.’’ 

The result of Sweigart’s refusal to carry out 
his agreement wasthe cause of the second 
strike, or lock out. Referring to the trouble at 
Elizabethport, N. 0 witness said 
it was due to the refusal of 
the men to load a boat with 
coal for Eckley B. Coxe, in whose mines there 
was a strike, and the men believed the Read- 
ing Company was trying to aid Coxe in his fight 
against the strikers. Mr. Lee went back to 
September last and traced the origin of the 
difficulties in the Lehigh region. He was not 
at that time in the employ ef the Reading Com- 
pany, but was a representative of the labor 
men and was trying to fix things in the Lehigh 
rexzion. 

He went to Pottsville and called a joint meet- 
ing of the labor assemblies involved anda 
committee was sent to President Corbin. The 
latter offered no compromise, but threatened 
punishment of the strikers if they did not move 
the coal then in cars. 

It was held by the strikers thatthe Reading 
Company were helping the Lehigh Coal Com- 
pany in the stand-out against the employes. 
Mr. Corbin was asked to bring about a settle- 
ment between the company and the men. Oor- 
bin, together with McLeod, of the Railroad 
and Coal Company, suggested as aremedy a 
plan by which the coal market would be 
bulled,and the wages of the strikers were to be 
made to go up with the price of coal. This 
the strikers refused to accept. Mr. 
Corbin, witness said, did not want to be 
known inthe matter. Before the interview 
with Mr. Corbin, the witness had endeavored 
to get work in the Beading shops as a machin- 
ist, but was told that he could not go to work; 
that he was doing more for the Reading Rail- 
road Company in assisting the strikers than 
twenty-five machinists would be worth to the 
company. This strike is a benefit to the 
Reading Railroad Company, but we don’t want 
the public to know it,’’ was their reply. 


The Pacific Railroads. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., February 11. — The 
Senate Special Pacific Railroad Committee 
held a preliminary meeting this morning and 
voted to enter flrst upon an investigation of 


the Union Pac‘fic matters. It decided to 
begin its hearing February 25,and to invite the 
Pacific Railroad commissioners and Gen. 
Johnson, Commissioner of Railroads, to ap- 
ee on that day. It will bring the Commission 

Ils before the Senate Monday, in order to 
have them printed for the use of the commit- 
tee. Mr. Charles Francis Adams, President of 
theUnion Pacific was before the committee fora 
short time, by invitation, and stated the 
wishes of the people he represents were that 
the questions involving their interests should 
be treated in a business-like way and brought 
to a final settlement. 


The Tariff Bill. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., February 11.—A Demo- 
cratic member of the House Committee on 
Ways and Means stated this morning that it 
was improbable that the tariff bill would as- 


sume definite shape before the 25th inst., and 
that there was very little hope that it could 
be laid before the full committee in time for 
action and report to the House before March 1. 
The majority have struck a snag in the iron 
and steel schedule and are unable to agree 
upon the enlargement of the free list. Several 
times four or five articles have been placed on 
the free list and then taken out. The Chair- 
man of the Committee has the only document 
that is regarded as the bill, and it is stated 
that he is unable to read it without the aid of 
all his associates. 


What Adams Favors. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., February 11.—Mr. 
Charles Francis Adams, President of the 
Union Pacific Railway Company, appeared be- 
fore the House Committee on Pacific Railroads 
to-day and explained the attitude of that com- 
pany toward the funding bills pending before 
the committee. Generally he favored the 
Outhwaite bill with afew sligbt amendments 
intended to relieve the restricting features. 


Senator Davis Explains. 


WASHINGTON, February 11.—Senator Davis of 
Minnesota stated to-day that he resigned his 
place On the National Republican Committee 
about a month ago. ‘‘I resigned,“ he said, 


‘fas a member of the National Republican 
Committee, because underthe action of the 
Chicago Convention in 1884, it seems improper 
for a Senator or a Representative to hold that 
position.“ 


Judge McCue Succeeds Canda. 


WAGHINGTON, D. O., February 11.—Judge 
Alexander McCue of Brooklyn, N. I., who at 
present holds the office of Solicitor of the 
Treasury, has been offered and has accepted

JEFFERSON’S WILL. 


A Document ef Great Interest Discovered in 
the District Archives. 


Says the Washington (D. C.) Star of recent 
date: 

Among the old records stored away in the 
vault at the District building is a copy ofthe 
will of Thomas Jefferson, filed in the archives 


of the District years ago, s0 long ago that no 
one connected with the District Government 
to-day knows the purpose for which it was 
placed on record there. This old document is 
dated March 16, 1826. It bequeaths to his 
randson, Francis Eppes, lands at Poplar 
orest, and subjects all of his property 
first to the payment of the debts of 
the deceased. mn consideration of the 
insolvent state of the affairs of his son-in-law, 
Thomas Mann Randolph, he leaves the residue 
of his property in trust for his daughter, Mar- 
tha Randolph, to become hers absolutely at 
the death of Thomas Mann Randolph. This 
course, the will explains, is taken to secure 
the property against the claims of Mr. Ran- 
dolph’s creditors. A codicil attached on the 
following day recommended to his daughter. 
Martha Randolph, the maintenance and care 
of his well beloved sister, Annie Scott Marks, 
gave to hit friend James Madison, of Mont- 
Heller, his g ild-mounted walking-stick 
animal horn, ‘*as a token 
of the cordial and affectionate friend- 
ship which for nearly now an half century has 
united usin the same principles and pursuits 
of what we have deemed for the greatest good 
of our country.’’ He gave to the University 
of Virginia such books in his library as the 
University had not already copies of and the 
remainder to his two grandsons-in-law, Nich- 
olas P. Trist and Joseph Coolidge. To his 
grandson, Thomas Jefferson Randolph, he 
gave his silver watch in preference to his good 
one because of its superior excellence, and 
also all his literary papers. He provided also 
for the purchase of a gold watch for each of 
his grandsons. 

90 * continues the will, “to my good, 
affectionate and faithful servant, Burwell, his 
freedom and the sum of $800 to buy necessaries 
to commence his trade of painter and glazier, 
or to use otherwise as he pleases. Ialso give 
to my good servants, John Hennings and Joe 
Fesset, theirfreedom at the end of one year 
after my death, and to each of them respect- 
ively all the tools of their respective shops or 
callings; and it is my will that a comfortable 
log house be built for each of the three servants 
so emancipated on some part of my lands, con 
venient to them with respect to the residence 
of their wives and to Charlottesville and tne 
University, where they will be mostly em- 
ployed, and reasonably convenient, also, to 
the Interests ot the proprietor of the lands, of 
which houses I give the use of one, witha 
curtilage of an acre to each during his life-or 

ersonal occupation thereof. I give also to 

ohn Hennings the services of his two appren- 
tices, Madison and Eston Hennings, until their 
respective ages of 21 years, at which period re- 
spectively Igwe them their freedom. And I 
humtly and earnestly request of the Legisla- 
ture of Virginia a confirmation ofthe bequest 
of freedom of these two servants, with r- 
missionto remain in this State, where their 
families and connections are, as an additional 
instance of the favor of which I have received 
so many other manifestations in the course of 
my life, and for which I now give them my 
lastsolemn and dutiful thanks. 

The will bears a certificate, showing that 
August 7, 1826, it was pe ed in the Court of

Tur Queen's speech announced that Par- 
liament would be asked to pass laws “for 
„preventing undue preferences in rates 
wobarged by railways on foreign and do- 
“mestio produce, for remedying abuses in

‘*of accident.’? There is loud complaint 
from British farmers and others that more 
is charged for hauling their produce from 
intermediate stations to London than is 
charged on imported produce or goods 
from the seaports to London. There, 
as here, the railroads allege that 
competition compels them to ac 
cept through traffic at low and 
unremunerative rates, and that they have 
a right to recoup from way traffic which 
is at their mercy. This gives foreign com- 
petition an undue advantage over the un- 
protected British producer. The multi- 
plication of business corporations under 
England’s general incorporation law is 
no doubt engendering evils there as here, 
though in that slow country the irrespon- 
sible monopoly trust device has not yet 
attained such development as in the faster 
and more feverish life of America. As 
for the employers’ liability law, England 


is already ahead of Missouri on that.

GUILTY. 


The Verdictin the Robinson Poisoning Case 
at Boston. 


Boston, Mass., February 11.—The jury in 
the case of Mrs. Sarah J. Robinson, the 
alleged wholesale poisoner, this morning ren- 
dered a verdict of guilty of murder in the first 
degree. In this trial she was charged with 
the murder of Prince Arthur Freeman, her 
nephew. Mrs. Robinson had previously been 
tried on the charge of killing her son and 
daughter but the jury disagreed. The incen- 


tive to all the crimes of which she is charged 
was alleged to be the securing of the life in- 
surance of her victims. 

Not a muscle of the prisoner’s face moved as 
she heard the words uttered. She stood 
staring vacantly at the Court for a few mo- 
ments, and resumed her seat. The foreman 
was Visibly affected as he announced the ver- 
dict. Counsel Goodrich walked over to the 
docket and whispered to Mrs. Robinson. She 
seemed to be unconscious that he was talking 
to her and as though she were dazed. Then 
followed a consuitation between the Judge 
and the counsel, and Goodrich announced 
that he should take exception te the 
verdict on the ground that the ei- 
dence relating to the cause of the 
death of Mr. Freeman which had been intro- 
duced had no bearing on the case. Judge 
Field announced that counsel forthe defense 
could have until the 2th of February to file 
their exceptions, and the case will probably be 
argued before the full bench in Boston at the 
March term. Meanwhile the prisoner seemed 
to be In a state of utter collapse. The matron 
of the jail tried to comfort her, It was then 
that the prisoner broke down completely. She 
moaned in a terrible manner and the three 
women who stood near her were moved to 
tears. It is understood that the jurymen ar- 
rived at the decision at 6:15 o’clock, fourteen 
panes and twenty minutes after they had re- 

red.

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THE VISCOUNTESS OF MONTSERRAT VISIT-. 


ING IN NEW YORK. 


Some Interesting Facts About Two Famous 
American Women Who Married Wealthy 
Englishmen—Victoria C. Woodhall—Ten- 
nie’s Ambition for Military Honors. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTon. 

New York, February 11.—Among the pas- 
sengers on the Aurania last Monday was Lady 
Cook, Viscountess of Montserrat, formerly 
Tennie C. Claflin, sister of Victoria Woodhull 
and now wifs of a wealthy European noblie- 
man. About fourteen years have ¢lapsed 
since Victoria C. Woodhull arrived in London 
with her sister Tennie. They were at that 
time more widely known than any women in 
the United States. The Beecher—Tilton con- 
troversy had brought them into peculiar 
prominence, and the weekly publication in 
which they heralded the scandal to the worid 
before the daily press of the city had sum- 
moned courage to more than distantly hint at 
the charges had for a time an enormous 
circulation. But even greaterthan the Beecher 
story was the ferment they caused when they 
openly threw down the gauntlet, as it were, to 
aristocratic vice in New York and declared 
that they intended to constitute themselves 
and their paper a sort of Gehenlea for wealthy 
profligates. One of the first gentlemen whom 
they assaulted was a well-known business 
man and capitalist. The charges they pub- 
lished againt him were of the most startling 
character. He promptiy met them by a suit 
for damages. Victoria held out undauntedly 
and inthe trial before Judge Sutherland he 
evidently leaned toward the side of the women 
and they were not convicted. They had 
learned a lesson, however, and became much 
less aggressive in dealing with gilded vice. 

AMBITIOUS. 

Victoria and Tennie, however, Were not con- 
tent with being free lances in the publishing 
line. Tennie aspired to military honors, and 
actually procured her own election as Colonel 
of a colored militia regiment, and appeared in 
a brilliant uniform on the stage of Cooper 
Union. She also led her regiment in several 
parades thfough the city. It included some 
fine-looking colored soldiers and they were 
enthusiastic in their admiration of 
their fair commander. They  averred 
that their object in electing her 
to the post of honor and of danger was to at- 
tract recruits and promote the prosperity of 
the command. Col. Tennie C. Claflin was for 
atime one of the most prone if not one 
of the most popular, military officerg in the 
city. Victoria was more ambitious than her 
sister. She bad a decided liking for the ad- 
vice and association of financial men and was 
a frequent visitor to brokers’ offices in 
Wall street. She was active also in 
woman suffrage circles and for a long time 
a recogniz leader in that agitation. 
At length the liberality of her professions on 
certain subjects re ing which Miss Susan 
B. Anthony, Mrs. Stanton and other ladies en- 
tertained and expressed the most conservative 
ideas, led to a division and to the ultimate re- 
pudiation of Mrs. Woodhull by the other win 
of the suffrage party. Nevertheless Mrs. Wood- 
hull procured her own nomination for Presi- 
dent at a meeting held in the Cooper Union. 
Victoria and Tennle went to London together. 
There they again entered into the publishing 
business and foratime carried on a weekly 
paper. The latter tone of this paper indicated 
that Victoria was changing her extremely lib- 
eral views, and at length she repudiated in 
print having ever entertained or

THE CHIPPEWA INDIANS. 


The Old Bucks Learn to Talk English and 
Wuül Present Their Claim. 


ASHLAND, Wis., February 11.—Under a treaty 
of 1842 and another of 1865 with the Govern- 
ment, the various bands of Ohippewa Indians, 
now represented by afew semi-civilized full- 
bloods and a large number of half-breeds, 
were to receive a large sum of money for cer- 
tain lands over which they roamed. This 
amount was in theneighborhood of $250,000 


and was to have been paid in annual install- 
ments. Up to the breaking out of the re- 
bellion the payments were promptly made, 
but following the close of the war, owing to 
the strained condition of the country’s 
finances, the Indians only received a small 
portion of their dues, and finally the pay- 
ments ceased altogether, although they claim 
a balance of $70 with tnterest from about 
the year 1868. At t that time the late Squire 
Bell, King of the Apostie Islands, gathered 
together a few of the ehiefs and went to 
Washington, but the trip was a fruitless one, 
the old „Kling“ finding no one willing to 
listen to his story. The Indians at that time 
could not converse in the language of the 
white man, but now that most of the old 
bucks have learned to talk, they will call on 
Mr. Cleveland and lay their claim before him 
without the aid of an interpreter.

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SENSATIONAL CONDITION OF AFFAIRS. IN 
THE INDIAN TERRITORY. 


— 


The Territory on the Brink of one of the 
Most Terrible Indian Wars Ever Known 
~ —Unprotected Condition of the Frontier 
Postse—The “Deg Soldiers’ and Their 
Power for Evil—Ugly Feeling Ameng the 
Cheyennes—A Queer Anecdote, Which 
Shows How Hard It Is to Civilize an In- 
dian. 


* 

Oharles F. Rudolph of Abilene, Kan., a gen- 
tleman having large experience in the Indian 
Te , Of which he was for many years a 
resident, remarked to a Post-DISPATOH ro- 
porter: Few people realize what a powder 
magazine the Indian Territory is. Indi- 
an troubles have deen frequent in the 
West and North, but the fact that 
of all sections the Indian Territory is the most 
threatening is not at all appreciated by those 
living in ite immediate yicinity. But all the 
raids that have taken place within the last five 
years have been insignificant as compared 
with the outbreak that may take place any 
day in the Indian Territory, and which in my 
opinion cannot be long deferred. I visited Ft. 
Reno in January, and saw enough 
to convince me that the state of 
affairs was most unsatisfactory. The Indian 
Territory contains not only the civilized 
whites, but what remains of the flercest and 
most savage bands on the plains, and the state 
of enforced inaction in which these latter have 
lived forthe last seven or eight years is a 
most galling one to them, andthe time that 
has elapsed since their last chastisement has 
caused itto become a dim memory, and the 
younger men know it only as a 
reminiscence. The worst of all the Indians 


are the Cheyennes, and from them the first 
trouble may be expected. The Cheyennes and 
their allied tribe, the Arapahoes, have always 
had the reputation of being the most untama- 
ble Indians on the plains, and their peculiar 
* of government renders the influence of 

e older and more experienced chiefs of less 
weight than among any other bands. In fact, 
the cause of the 

RESTIESSNESS OF THE CHEYENNES 

can be in every case traced to the preponder- 
ating influence ofthe ‘dog soldiers. This 
band is composed nearly entirely of the young 
men, always the most reckless and restless 
spirits of the tribe, who have constituted 
themselves intoasort of police and perma- 
nent counelil, and are able at all times to over- 
ride the influence of the chiefs, and if neces- 
gary to depose them, The ‘dog soldiers’ 
have always constituted the great war party 
of the Cheyennes and whenever 
one of this chosen band showed signs 
of a conservative or peaceful spirit, 
he was expelled from the Council and com- 
pelled to take his place among the insignifi- 
cant members of the tribe. In this way the 
older men, who have felt the power of the 
United States, are deprived of influence, and 
their advice treated as the result of senile 
weakness. 

For the past two or three years. Mr. Ru- 
dolph went on to say, 'the dog soldiers have 
been very restiess, and have been most 
anxious to take the war path. Two 
ge ago nothing but the presence of Gen. 

heridan at Ft. Reno, and the granting 
of the demands of the Indians prevented an 
outbreak. The success of their demands and 
the fact that they were able practically to or- 
der the cattlemen out of the territory have 
impressed the dog soldiers with an overween- 
ing idea of their power. Ever since the visit 
of Gen. Sheridan they have become daily more 
insolent and would have broken out long ago 
had it not been that they possessed but few 
ponies, and, being essentially horse Indians, 
could do nothing on foot. 

From many of the leading men of the 
Creeks, Cherokees and Choctaws,’’ Mr. Ru- 
dolph continued, ‘‘I have learned that they 
have observed with great anxiety a growing 
intimacy between the young men af the civil- 
ized tribes and the Cheyennes. The former 
have horses and plenty of arms and would be 
most valuable auxiliaries. The fact that they 
are semi-civilized is not regarded as of any 
moment by those acquainted with Indian 
character, as it is an often proved fact that 
nothing is easier than for Indians to 

RETROGRESS TO BARBARISM. 

An instance that came under my own obser- 
vation at Fort Sill will show how naturally 
these people retrograde. Many years ago a 
Comanche baby some 8 years old was taken 
from the side of its dead mother, who had 
been accidentally shot in a fight. Some East- 
ern philanthropists took the boy, removed 
him to New Engiand, where he was 
educated and then taken to France 
where he spent two years. At 
the age of 22 he was sent to Fort Sill, with the 
a of making hima missionary among 

is own people. or nearly E years he 
had never seen an Indian, and had never 
tasted liquor, but before he had been twenty- 
four hours among the Indians. he was lying 
about the post in a beastly state of intoxica- 
tion, with nothing on him but a blanket. 
When a man thus reared can 80 
guickly return to barbarism, it is 
easy to see how the Eastern Indians 
can be influenced by the wiid tribes. The 
former possess the only thing the latter need, 
arms and horses, The Arapahoes, Cemanches 
and Kiowas are only too ready to follow the 
lead of the Cheyennes, and 7,000 warriors may 
at any time take the warpath, and bring on a 
conflict unequaled since the great war of 1876. 
The success of Dull Knife and his few score 
warriors in crossing the State of Kansas 
and Nebraska before being checked 
made a great impression on the Indians, and 
they think that so many warriors as they can 
put inthefield are invincible. Our frontier 
settlements are unfortunately greatly ex- 
posed, andthe results ofan outbreak would 
be most disastrous. The spirit among the 
dog soldiers has during the past winter been 
worse than ever, and unless stringent meas- 
ures are taken, the appearance of the grass in 
the spring will too probably be followed by an 
outbreak, the like of which has not been seen 
in the last decade.’

ENGLAND'S LAST HOPE. 


Carr May Bring Great Britain to the Front 
in Aquatics. 


Considerable has been said about “Carr, the 
English oarsman, who is to visit this country 
next year, and it is the general impression 
that he isthe man who is to restore Great 
Britain’s lost prestige iu aquatics, says a Bos- 
ton paper.

Smallpox at Green Top, Mo., Alarms the 
Iowa and Missouri Health Boards. 


H. L. Magee, Superintendent of the Wabash 
Western, Western Division, has instructed J. 
W. Jackson, Chief Surgeon of the road, to in- 
vestigate reports of smallpox at Green Top, 
Schuyler Co., Mo. On Thursday this tele- 


gram from Moberly was received: ‘‘Agent 
at Green Top reports smallpox spreading; 
twenty-five cases in that bt veer © One death 
yesterday. He also received from Secretary 
of the lowa Board of Health the following 
letter: ‘‘In view of the fact that smallpox 
exists at Green Top on your line, there being 
seventeen cases, and the consequent general 
alarm throughout that section, and that ad- 
joining in Iowa, would it not be well for you to 
direct passenger trains to pass that station 
without stopping for a time, and thus aid in 
protecting against the possibil’*7 of further 
spread of the disease anu to allay 
the alarm existing. We have here 
a case of a mas who came over your road on 
Friday, January 27, from St. Louis to Ottumwa 
in the eruptive stage. How many he infected 
cannot yet be told. 

The Missouri State Board of Health has been 
informed of the existence ofsmallpox in the 
State, butowing tothe lack ef funds can do 
nothing. Dr. Geo. Homan has written the 
Postmaster at Green Top: ‘‘The culpable fuil- 
ure of the Legislature last year to provide any 
means whatever for the support of the Board 
renders-any active effort in your behalf on our 
part at this time impossibie, we can only ad- 
vise.’’ He recommends the appointment of a 
heaith officer by the county court, thorough 
vaccination of those exposed or susceptible to 
the disease, isolation of the sick and disinfec- 
tion of infected articles and premises,

As a Boy Of 14, He Starts Out to Carry Dis- 
patches Through the Enemies’ Lines— 
How the Guerrilla Leader Treated Him 
—Arrested en His Return to This City, 
He Escapes the Guards’ Bullets—The 
Terrible Scenes Witnessed by Mr. Mo- 
Cormack While in the Hands of the 
Guerrillas. 


, Loudon McCormack, the actor, was story- 


telling yesterday in Manager Norton’s room at 
the Grand Opera-house. He it was who some- 
thing over a year ago married Maud Miller, 
daughter of Joaquin Miller, the poet of the 


Sierras. The incidents of this romantic mar 


riage have not yet been forgotten. Mr. and 
Mrs. McCormack are living in St. Louis now, 
and Mr. McCormack is frequently seen at the 


Grand. He varied the monotony of advance-. 


agent reminiscences with an o’er-true tale of 
most disastrous chances, a story that had to 
do with war and hair-breadth ’scapes i’ the 
imminent deadly breach. 

Though born in Virginia I was raised in St. 
Louis,“ he said. During the war I was at 
Washington University. My sympathy was 
with the South and nearly all the young men 
at the University felt as I did. Some of them 
had relatives in the Confederatearmy. All the 
families I visited were Southern, and I heard 
little else talked of than the feats of the 
Southern armies and soldiers. The city was 
under military control and Federal soldiers 
were everywhere. In December, 1864, I was 
approached by some of my frieuds on the 
subject of carrying a package of papers to 

en. Heindman, who was then in Arkansas, 
near the Missouri line. I was only 146 years 
old, small for my age, but in almost 
every mischief the boys proposed. The 
subject was broached first in a 


humorous way, and it was only after I had 
expressed my entire willingness to undertake 
the mission that a serious proposal was made. 
I was wild to go and it was soon agreed that I 
should try to get down to Heindman, 

In those days the Pacific road only ran as 
far as Sedalia, and I went to thattown by the 
railway. The package I bad undertaken to 
deliver was very small, and I never knew what 
it contained, In ali probability it contained 
information of the movements of Federal 
troops or vians of campaign agreed upon. I 
was instructed to 

RIDE OUT OF SEDALIA 
to the house ofafarmer six miles from town 
and he would see that I got farther along. I 
did as directed and obtained a horse from the 
farmer on which I rode to Pleasant Hill, and 
there found the house of another man to whom 
I had been directed. I had hardly reached this 
house when three tall, blue-coated individ- 
uals, whom I took to be Federal soldiers, ar- 
rested me. They put hundreds of questions to 
me as to who I was and where I was going, but 
to alll answered that I didnot know. The 
only information I gave them was that I had 
come there to see the owner of the house, 
Greestore. They held me there that night and 
the next day another member of their party 
arrived, e was short, had biue eyes, light 
hair and was mild mannered. e asked 
me a number of questions about the object of 
my visit, and, as I gave him no satisfaction, 
said at length: If I tell you what you are here 
for will you acknowledge it?’ Isaid I would, 
and bethen told me that Il wascarrying dis- 
— to Heindman, and told me that 

e was Quantrell. 

It was Quantrell to whom Iwas talking. 
He was a great disappointmenttome. From 
the stories I ha heard of his throat- 
cutting adventures 1 had formed 
an entirely different idea of him. 
I thought that he was an immense fellow, with 
a long, piratical black beard. He was surely 
‘the mildest mannered man that ever sunk a 
ship or cut a throat.’ When I admitted that 
he was correct in his information about me he 
took me into his charge and the next day we 
set out for Arkansas, @ride of 250 miles. Quan- 
trell had then a gang of about 150 men. He 
had just been joined by a lot of Denver cut- 
throats and outlaws, and was in 5 to go 
through the country in spite of all opposition. 
We met every day squads of home guards, 
and skirmishes were the result. The band had 
been through that part of the country and had 
picked it pretty clean,but there were still sup- 
plies to be had,and the band did not hesitate to 
take what it wanted. They never kept pris- 
oners. If they took any they blew their brains 
out. SeveraltimesIeould not avoid seein 
prisoners so disposed of. The skirmishes di 
not amount so much in the killed and wounded 
on either side, and did not delay us long. We 
reached Heindman’s army the day be- 
fore the battle of Corn Hill. was 
at headquarters during the action and saw 
little of the fighting. The next day the army 
was ordered to retreat, though it had been 
victorious. That day I started for home and 
took the Rolla road toward Springfield, di- 
rectly into the Federals’ country. 


QUANTRELL ° 
had taken me down through the tier of coun- 
ties along the western border of the State, but 
Ilaimed to come back through the center of 
— State. I started out alone on an excellent 
orse. 

Thad been on the road but six or eight 
hours when I was halted byasquad of men 
under command of a somewhat notorious 
guerrilla, Jim Anderson. I did not know 
them and would not tell whol was. I thought 
they were Federal bummers, and was with 
them forty-eight hours before I told them 
whatI had been doing. Anderson then un- 
dertook to get me home, as Quantrel! had 
undertaken to pilot me to Heind- 
man. They told me they had been 
told about a boy on a dig fine 
horse riding toward * from the bat- 
tle-ground, and as came from the rear of 
the Federal army they thought I was a bearer 
of Federal dispatches, so they made a detour 
and got ahead of me. They immediate! 
madefor the border counties down — 
which I had come, as they hadn’t stomach 
enough to go through the center of the State. 

We got through without much trouble to 
Lexington and then the gang took it into 
their heads to rob the ego that ran between 
Lexington and Sedalia. They held the stage 
up at night. Iwus with them. There was a 
shotor two fired, but the passengers were 
frightened and made no resistance. The gang 
ouly took the express matter and did not 
search the passengers. They got overcoats 
and other clothing, which they needed 
badly. I left them that night and rode 
to the farmer’s house, six miles from 
Sedalia, from which I had started 
on the ride, there I left my horse, walked 
into Sedalia and took the train for St. Louis. 
One of the 1. in the stage that had 
been robbed was on board the train and I heard 
him telling of the robbery. Though he had 
not seen me as the work was done on a dark 
night, I was afraid he would recognize me and 
hid ina closet till we reached St. Louis I 

ot home in February, 1865. My parents 

ived on Page avenue and 1 found 
when I got home that soldiers had 
been watching the house from the time I had 
disappeared. The next day I was arrested in 
the street cars and taken before Col. Baker, 
who sent me to the City Jail, which was then 
where the Laclede Hotelis now. The next 
daylwas taken before a United States Com- 
missioner for examination. On returnin 
from the Commissioner’s office we walked ou 
on the south side of Onestnut street from 
Fourth. When we left the office I managed to 
slip the bandcuff off my wrist. 

I WAS HANDCUFFED 

to a ard, and I never knew whether he 
knew lhad the handeuff off or not. I carried 
it in my band until we came opposite the alley 


running north from Chestnut street between 


Fifth and Sixth.. Then I dropped the cuff and 
made a break for freedom. The guards 
twice, but I do not think they shot at me. I 
ren through the alley to Pine and into the 
open door of a private residénce a little to the 
east of the alley. The guards were after me 
but they could not see me enter the house.

The House Lectures Its Railroad Committee 
-A Report Rejected. 


Bills providing for paying rent for offices of 
the Sanitary Inspectors and for the inspection 
of boilers went to second readings. A Dill 
granting the Wabash Railroad a wharf lease 
was lost. The bill granting the St. Lodis Rail- 
road Company the right to change its motor 
power passed without an amendment intended 
to stop President Peper’s injunction proceed- 


ings against the Sixth Street line, which pro 

d to use the Broadway tracks 
or a loop. The report of the 
Conference Committee onthe appropriation 
was rejected. The bill providing for an in- 
crease of of salaries in the Fire Department 
was signed. The bill authorizing the Mullan- 
phy fund to sell its real estate was ordered 
engrossed. The bill relating to employment 
of non-residents in the city institutions caused 
a discussion which ended in postponing the 
further consideration of the measure. Messrs. 
Cole, Duross and Vogel were appointed 
to represent the uncell on a new 
conference committee. The committee will 
meet next Tuesday to discuss the bill. After 
this selection the Council adjourned. 

HOUSE OF DELEGATES. 

At the meeting of the House of Delegates 
last evening Delegate Monan introduced a bill 
fixing the license of pool sellers at $1,000 per 
annum. The House decided to accept an in- 
vitation to ride on the Lindell Company’s eleo- 
tric car next Wednesday. The ‘House re- 
fused to take the bill to 
change the the Benton 4 
Bellefontaine road, which had been before the 
Railroad Committee since last December, and 
had only been reported last night with an 
urgent recommendation that it pass. The bill 
was laid over for one week. The vote on the 
bill vacating Lindell avenue between Grand 
and Channing was reconsidered, and the bill 
was referred to the Committee on Public Im- 
provements. Bills providing for the recon- 
struction of Morgan street and Easton avenue 
from Garrison to Grand avenues were passed. 
Messrs. Stone, Sullivan and Spelbrink were 
appointed tothe new Conference Committee 
and the House adjourned.
